The Foreign Minister, Herr Rathenan, has been ssansainated.

Herr Rathehan was shot dead while leaving his house this 
. . Later. 

Herr Rathenau was motzring to the Foreign Office when he was 
fired at with: revolvers by two persana-who were driving alowly. 
in another car ahead. He was killed on the spot. The assassins 
went off at full speed and escaped. 

News of the assassination <{. Herr Rathenav, who in business 
Hite was manager of the AHgemeine Electrizitaets Geselsehaft, led 
to stormy scenes in the Reichstag buildings. The Socialists at a 
committee meeting jumped up and accused the Nationalist leader, 
Helfferich, of being the aszasain and threatened to pounce upon him. 
The latter hastily made his exit. . 

“The outburst was due to Helfferich yesterday vitriolically criti- 
ciaing the Government's Reparations palicy, particularly Herr 
Rathenau. 

The murder evoked excited recriminations in the Reichstag 
lobby hetween the deputies. 

A lady accompanied Herr Rathenau when he left his house. 
Five minutes later the car returned with his corpse, The assasyins, 
who escaped, fired. six shcts and threw a bomb. One bullet passed 
through Eathenau's mouth. 

The scene of the crime waa an unfrequented spot at the corner 
of Koenig’s Platz and Erdaner Strasse. Police in motor cars and 
on bicycles are scouring Berlin in pursuit. 

The assassinatizn was undoubtedly political ond emphasises 
the seriousness of the warnings of a coup d'etat on 28:h June, men- 
thuned in cables of 16th inst.

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THE PHILIPPINE QUES- 
TION. 


Independence Mission 
Presents Petition to Pres, 
Harding. 


A Washington report of the 
lith. inst. states’:-—President 
Harding after receiving to-day 
the petition of the Filipino inde- 
pendence mission, asking for the 
independence of the islands, an- 
nounced that he would reply to 
the mission on Thursday. He 
said the ultimate considerasion of 
autoroms rested with Congress 
but that be would-cutline the 
position of the executive branch 
of the Government on Thorsday- 

The patition of the mission, 
which is headed by Speaker Ser. 
gio Osmena and Senate President 
Manuel L. Guezon, asserted that 
the establishment of a stable gov- 
ernment in the Philippines’ has 
faolfilled the only stipulation laid 
down by tha United States for 
‘grantiog independencsa to the js- 
lands ‘ . 

It was pointed out that tha mis- 
sion represents all political par. 
ties in the Philippines and that it 
was dispatched by the legislature. 
Mr. Quezon who read the Patition 
quoted Ex-Presidént Wilson of 
December 1920 calling the atten- 

- tion of Congress to the establish- 
-ment of & successful government 
in the Philippines. - 
The patition ssid not even the 
_'Wood-Forbes report. which wag 
chatacterized as -unwarrdntably 
severe and critical, denies the 
_ Stability of the Filipino Govern- 
ment, vole ° 
SITUATION UNALTERED. 
The petition states that imme- 
diately prior to the coming into 
power of the present ‘administra- 
tion the Philippine question waa 
on the eve. of solution and ‘we 
beg leave to submit that the fifteen 
> months which have elapse 1 have 
n0f-altered the situation.” The 
petiticn continues: 

The same stable government 

existe—not indeed « perfect gov- 


ernment by any means, but a gov- 
ernment satisfying the requisites 
of a stable government accepted 
in the history of the United States, 


[especially in its dealings with 


Cuba. Itis a government which 
would meet the requirements Iaid 
down hy President McKinley to 
the Cuban people.” . 

The petition quoted the Wood- 
Forbes report to the effect that 
the Philippine supreme court has 
the respact and confidence of the 
Filipino people. . 

“Our plea for independence is 
tiot born of ingratitude to the 
United States nor Iack of appre- 
ciation of the risks of interna- 
tional dangers, but it is the logical 
outcome of more than twenty 
years of patient labour jointly by 
Americans and Filipinos,” says 
the petition. “Further delay of 
folfilment. of . the American 
pledge contained in the Jones 
law will only result in injury to 
the best interest of both pecples. 
The dangers of foreign aggres- 
sion were eliminated .by the 
Washington conference.’

Three Further Reports. 


Four robbers went to 10, Leung
